long, McRea says. 

Federal funds were used to finance the bridge 
since the city of Sierra Madre had no money to spend. 

City Administrator Jim McRea Sunday sug¬ 
gested removing some of the slats to open up the 
sides so that children could see the rushing water 
below without climbing atop the huge bridge. 

Someone else suggested lining the top of the 
bridge with a series of window boxes and filling 
them with perennial flowers. Someone said, “Why 
don’t we place boxes inside the guard rail and plant 
vines to trail over the rail and hide it?” 

Anotner suggestion was to face the metal top 
and guardrail with wood. 

Pat Fiedler suggested a contest of renderings for 
.suggested changes by canyon artists. Arnold Hasdale 
and George Bishart, both artists, agreed that they 
would be glad to come up with some ideas to pre¬ 
sent McRea who would in turn show them to L.A. 
County. 

Toby McManmon said, “We don’t want ano¬ 
ther hodgepodge. Get someone to take the ideas and 
see what can be done. Can we reduce the length of 
the guard rails?” 

McRea answered, “The county indicated that 
anything’s possible except changing the guard 
rails. . . . Would you go for the fence to be the same 
height as the bridge?” The chain link fence is 1 1/4 
feet higher than the bridge. 

Sol Feldthouse said, “Maybe we can come up 
with a modification that would make it look better. 
This is not our old quaint bridge. Could we paint 
it white?” 

Mary Montez was optimistic, “I hope we solve 
other problems today such as the condition of the 
roads in the canyon. It’s fun anyway. Where else 
could you have a street party. Only in the canyon.” 

Pam Williams declared, “I think it looks ter¬ 
rible. i think they could have done so much more. 

I brought my grandson up here and I had to lift him 
up so he could sec the water.” 

Caroline Brown said, “Basically, the size is the 
greatest problem. The way the sides were finished 
seems inappropnate for the mass and surroundings” 

Anna Rouse, who had not seen the bridge be¬ 
fore, remarked, “I was pleasantly surprised. It is un¬ 
fair though that people lost their parking spaces.” 

McManmon concluded, "We need it to kxik 
more aesthetic and less institutional.” 

Fiedler agreed, “It was pretty before. It’s ugly 
now.” 


Canyon residents in the Woodland bridge area 
munched salad and chicken and discussed ideas 
of how to improve the looks of the freeway 
bridge incongruously placed in the sylvan canyon 
climes of Sierra Madre. Noses turned pink in the 
summer-like sun Sunday afternoon while the 
strains of Bach rolled through the vine-covered 
slopes. 

And while they ate the potluck lunch on the 
tables lining the bridge, they talked about possiblities 
of how they might transform the steeliness of the 
bridge into pseudo-quaint with shrubs, vines and 
paint. 

The residents staged the “bridge-in” Sunday to 
explore ways the seven-ton bridge could be made to 
look more like the pastoral surroundings. 

When the Los Angeles Road Department laid 
down the law two years ago and told Sierra Madre 
to repair, replace or post the bridge, according to 
McRea, they had to come up with arrangements to 
Finance and replace the bridge that had been declared 
unsafe for any heavy equipment. That equipment in¬ 
cluded Fire trucks, trash trucks and flood control 
equipment. As a federal project, certain guidelines 
had to be observed. Width of the old bridge was 
about 14 feet and it could safely carry about 1 Vi 
tons, says Sierra Madre Fire Marshal Bill Kramer. 

The present bridge is 28 feet wide and 45 feet

California Highway Patrol Com* 
mlasioner James E. Smith admits that 
many motorists are still confused about 
which rural freeways are posted at 65 mph — 
“but there should be no confusion about 
the CHP’s commitment to enforcing the 
speed limit.” 

Ninety*five percent of the California 
highways that carried a 55 mph maximum 
speed limit are still 55,” Smith said. “There 
are only 1168 miles of rural interstate free¬ 
way on which 65 mph is the legal maximum. 
And I mean maximum. A 65 mph maximum 
speed sign is not permission to go 
68 or 70 or 75.” 

Smith is concerned that some motor¬ 
ists expect a five*to*10 mile per hour toler¬ 
ance on the part of Highway Patrol officers. 
“They are surprised or angry when they 
are stopped. But we have made no secret 
of our commitment to enforce both 
maximum speed limits — the 55 and the 
65 — with every tool at our disposal.” 

The number of speeding citations for 
passenger vehicles on the 65 mph free¬ 
ways is down about a third since the speed 
limit was raised at the end of May, 1987. 
“Most cars are traveling in the 65 mph 
range. Just as they were before the change, 
but now that speed is legal.” 

In contrast, truck speeding violations 
are up almost 80 percent of these same 
rural freeways. The maximum speed for 
trucks and cars pulling trailers remains 55 
mph everywhere. 

‘Search for Solutions’ 
for Sierra Madre 

Small towns involved in the “Search 
for Solutions” to their economic develop- 
. ment problems should note that thriving 
rural communities share certain 
characteristics. 

Pioneed Hi-Bred International, 
Inc. employees, sales representatives 
and community leaders learned the 
clues to rural economic survival 
at a “Search for Solution-Rural 
Economic Development” session 
sponsored by the Des Moines (Iowa) 
company. Speakers Milan Wall and Vicki— 
Luthw, Ph.D., co-directors fo the Heartland 
Center for Leadership Development 
(Lincoln, Neb.), studied successful small 
towns and found that they showed evidence 
fo 20 special traits. Among them are: 

e Community Pride. Pride shows 
up in community festivals and events that 
celebrate the community, its history and 
heritage. 

e Emphasis on Quality in Business 
and Community Life. People believe that 
something worth doing is worth doing right. 
Facilities are built to last, as are homes 
and other improvements. 

e Participatory Approach to Com¬ 
munity Decision-Making. Authoritarian 
models don’t exist. Even the most power¬ 
ful opinion leaders work through formal 
and informal systems to build consensus. 

• Realistic’ Appraisal of Future 
Opportunities. Realizing that they are 
unlikely to land a giant industry, and that 
too much reliance on one industry is 
unhealthy, successful towns build on 
their own inherent strengths. 

• Active Economic Development 
Program. An organized, active approach to 
economic development involves both 
public and private sector initiatives, often 
working together. 

Deliberate Transition of Power of 
a Younger Generation of Leaders. People 
under 40 often hold key positions in both 
civic and business affairs. 

Acceptance of Women in Leadership 
Roles. Women are elected mayors and 
presidents of chambers of commerce, and 
•re hired to manage health care facilities 
and develop entrepreneurial ventures. 

• Strong Belief in and Support for 
Education. Good schools are a point of 
pride, as well as a stable employment 
force. 

• Sound and Well-Maintained In¬ 
frastructure. Successful rural com- 
munltlos work hard to maintain and improve 
streots and sidewalks, water systems and 
••wag* treatment facilities. 

• Conviction that, “In The Long Run, 
You Have To Do It Yourself.” Although 
outside help is sought when appropriate, 
thrlviftg small towns believe their des¬ 
tiny is in their own hands. 

In addressing the nationally repre¬ 
sented gathering. Wall and Luther 
explained, “The towns we studied were 
not hoping someone else would save them, 
nor did they believe that 'things would turn 
out’ H they just sat back and waited." 

Another expert, Jeffrey H. Schiff, 
executive director of the National 
A—o cla tlon of Towns aruf Townships, 
told the Pioneer audience that economic 
solutions must be customized to fit 
Individual communities. “Successful com 
munltloe eapitailzed on their own re 
•ouroee,” he said.

Skateparkf gas leak concern P&R Commission

An expected fireworks show surrounding a citi¬ 
zen committee’s hopes to build a skateboard park 
was a bit of a fizzle at Monday night’s Sierra Madre 
Parks and Recreation Commission meeting. 

But a slow “hiss” caused by a leaking gas 
source in the Sierra Madre Room’s kitchen, a rent¬ 
able facility, caused an explosion of concern by 
commission members. 

Susan Hartley, spokesperson for “over 70 
youth and adults” who had attended the previous 
week’s meeting to formalize a skateboard park 
action group, appeared before the commission to 
voice unity on the need for a facility. 

“We’ve spent almost 7 months trying to do 
something,” she said, “and these people finally 
rallied to help.” Between 15-20 members were in the 
audience at city council chambers.

discouraging the city from putting in a kitchen door 
which could potentially allow the gas to build up. 

“This may be a death trap and nobody’s 
taking action on it,” said Mayor Pro Tern Sam 
Simpson. “If it costs a million dollars we need to 
fix it,” said Commissioner Gloria Giersbach. Simpson 
promised to talk to the fire marshal about it.

is treating the people of Sierra Madre.” 

Bartolai added, “Any business doing business 
in a city should have the identity of the office in 
town. I’d be reluctant to do business with another 
organization having offices in another town. I was 
on the council when we were negotiating and one 
of the key things was an Office in town and a phone 
in the community. Concerning the studio, it is true 
by the terms of the agreement that you can move 
it out of the community. The spirit and intent was 
to have it accessible to the community.” 

Before Tuesday’s meeting, Biolsi told The 
News, “If we’re successful in moving the studio 
to the other location, it wouldn’t make good busi¬ 
ness sense to continue to maintain an office at 
that location with only one employee, Marie God¬ 
frey.” 

The News asked, “Doesn’t the franchise say 
you must maintain an office in Sierra Madre?” 

Biolsi answered Tuesday afternoon, “Yes, 
we’re in full compliance with that now. We’d 
like to reduce the overhead expenses that could 
offset dramatic increa.ses we’ve seen in our pro¬ 
gramming fees. We’ve seen a 50 percent increase 
in basic programming fees for 1987-88. We have 
to do something to reduce costs so we don’t have 
to pass on the increases to our customers.” 

Donna Cline, a member of Telarts, the non¬ 
profit board appointed as a liaison group between 
the city and the cable cxjmpany, disagreed heartily 
with Biolsi before the council meeting Tuesday 
afternoon and at the evening council meeting. 

At an earlier interview, she told The News, 
“1 think that as one reads the franchise in an ethical 
and good spirited manner, it says we should en¬ 
courage a healthy and creative local origination pro¬ 
duction programming policy. It is specifically for 
this reason that $5(X)0 is given yearly to the com¬ 
munity via Telarts. Pliis the fact that there is a 
great deal of community interest in the use of 
the productijn facilities at the Sierra Madre cable 
station. The fact is that there simply has not been 
enough effort to make the local citizens aware that 


it (the studio) exists and is available for public 
use . . . When Joe (Biolsi) asked us (Telarts mem¬ 
bers) to research that as an alternative, in all 
fairness we started searching for alternate sites. 
Subsequently at a Telarts meeting when 1 related 
that several realtors had indicated they had found 
suitable sites, Joe’s reaction was ‘Who’s going to 
pay for this?’ (the studio, maintenance, rent). 
That indicates it was a financial consideration on 
the part of Cablevision, not one of availability.” 

Cline said that a new rate of $1500 per day 
was instituted after there had been no rate charged 
for the use of the studio. After several producers

complained, the price was lowered to $150 per day. 
She also said that the mobile van had been gutted 
in mid-August, 1987, and it was towed to Ar¬ 
cadia where it sits now. 

Todor Fay also argued against Biolsi, “He said 
there were no productions in 1987. 1 was there 
once a week donating time on productions and the 
studio was closed down not due to lack of interest 
or enthusiasm. Local access people are wonderful. 
I had to dig to find such competent people but 
they are under a dark cloud. It is due to no fault 
on the part of local employees that public access 
is being turned into such a secret.”
